Slr, — The ever conflicting 
opinfon between the’ Central Gov- 
ernment and the South-west Pro- 
vincial Government ‘causes more 
alarm to the -people of China than 
foreign aggression. 


The -incessant attacks on the 
policy of Chiang Kal-shek and 
Wang Ching-wei at this period 
when the nation Is undergoing a 
change are not only unwise, but 
sounds foolish and -unpatriotic. 
The polley ndopted by Chiang Kal- 
shek with rogard’ to Japan ia cor- 
tainly a’ very safe one and dows 
not in any way subject to any 
humillattion. Japan had‘ her eyes 
on Manchuria long ‘before the 
establishment of the Chinese. Re- 
public and the present world con- 
dition has given her opportunity 
to realise her ambition: With her 
mighty army and, modern cquip- 
ment, {t would only court disaster 
if Chinn wero to clash with Japan. 
Tho spirited defence put up by the 
19th Route Army in Shanghai did 
in a way check the advancement 
of the Japanese for the time be- 
ing, but it did not‘hamper them in 
thelr ambition for a colonial em- 
pire. - 

The South-west political leaders 
have been clamouring for o war 
with Japan as the only way to 
save China, It sounds logic, but 
better said than done. Even 8 
united China with her teeming 
millions of ardent patriots is not 
in a position to withstand the on- 
slaught of Japanese aggression to 
say nothing of China torn up by 
civil wars and official corruption. 
The “now is not the time” policy 
advocated by the Central Govern- 
ment is certainly under tho cir- 
cumstances a-right one, 

Whatover Chiang Kal-shek's in- 
tentions are, the numerous ropre- 
sentations made by him to the 
Southwest leaders can certainly. 
apeak highly of his desire for a
